CRISTI.AN CHURCH CO OI'KRATION. 



Resolution* Adopted at the Recent Con- 
wminn at Uermailowt-Statis- 
tics of Mason County. 



At the second annual convention of 
tbe Christian churci.es of Mason County 
at Germantown, the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

l . That the Executive Committee, provided for 
by the constitution, be authorized to negotiate 
with all churches In the county which do not 
have preaching every Lord s Day to the end that 
such co-operation of neighboring churches be 
secured as shall euable them to have the services 
of « minister located in tbe county. 

t That the officers of such churches be urged 
to make all reasonable concessions that may be 
required In order to secure co-operation of neigh- 
boring churches. 

3 That churches needing ministers and dc- 
sirirg advice or information to enable them to 
fill the vacancy be encouraged to apply to tbe 
Executive Committee. 

4. That wbeuever possible classes be organized 
for tbe training of teachers and Sunday school 
workers. 

5. That each church make a special effort to 
evangelize its entire district by conducting meet- 
ings in school houses or other available build- 
ings which can be secured for this purpose and 
that the members of tbe congregations unite 
with their preacher in these efforts as co-labjr- 
ers with him In God's service. 

C. That afternoon Sunday schools be organ'ied 
In places removed from the churches so far that 
the children fall to attend the regular Sunday 
M'hool. 

7. That each church in the county make an 
organized effort to secure the attendance of every 
child in its district who does not attend Sunday 

school. 

8. That, where needed, an effort be made to 
assist weak churches or those without ministers. 

9. That to this end ministers be requested to 
give aid to such places either by occasional 
preaching and i>ersonal work, or by holding at 
least one volunteer meeting each year. 

1U. That all ministers aud other Christian work- 
e*s lu our county be earnestly urged to give their 
active support to the C. E. societies or other 
agencies for tbe training of Christian workers.
